If I was obliged to be a boy and a boy lit 
the country—the best kind of a boy tQ be in 


B um m er— I would be about ten years of age. 
As soon as I got any older, I would quit It.— 
The trouble with a boy Is that just as he be­ 
gins to enjoy himself lie Is loo old, and has to 
be set to doing something else. 
If a country 
boy were wise he would stay at just that age 
when lie could enjoy himself most and have 
the least expected of him 4u the way of 
work. 
Of course tile pet foeti} good boy will always 
pitier to work and do (ho “ chores” for his fa­ 
ther and errands for his mother and sisters 
rather than enjoy himself In his own way. 
I 
never saw but one such boy.

This 
boy, whose name was Solomon, before lie 
died, would rallier split up kindling wood for 
his mother Ilian go a h u n tin g -th e conse­ 
quence was that he was kept at splitting kind­ 
ling wood and such work most of tho time, 
and grew a better and more useful boy day by 
day. 
Solomon woald not disobey bis parents 
and eat green apple*—not even when they 
were ripe enough to knock off with a stick— 
but he had such a longing for them, proba­ 
bly; so that his example Isa difficult one to 
follow. 
In fact a boy is a hard subject to get 
a moral subject from any way. 
Ail his little 
playmates who ate green apples came to Sol­ 
omon's funeral, and were sorry f<*r what they 
had done. 
John was a very different boy from Solomon, 
not half so good nor half so dead. 
He wa J a

January

October 
20, 
under 
a 
penalty of $25 
fine for each bird. 
The 
defendant alleged in his answer that the birds 
in his possession had been obtained in a law­ 
ful time, and had been preserved by means of 
an apparatus. 
Tho case earno on for argu­ 
ment on a demurrer to this answer tofore the 
non. H. VV. Robinson. Oct. ll, 1873, In the 
Common Pleas. 
It was then ordered that the 
plaintifl should take judgment for the penalty 
as to the birds actually sold, but not as lo 
those In bis possession as charged in the com­ 
plaint. From Ibis order both parties appealed 
to the General Term.

Ií I was obliged to be a boy and a boy in 
the country—the best kind of a boy to be in 
summer—I would be about ten years of age. 
As soon as I got any older, I would quit it,— 
The trouble with a boy is that just as he be­ 
gins to enjoy himself he is too old, and ha3 to 
be set to doing something else. Ii a country 
boy were wise be would stay at just that age 
when he could enjoy himself most and have 
the least expected of him 4u the way of 
work. 
Of course the peifectly good boy will always 
prefer to work and do the “ chores” for his fa­ 
ther and errands for his mother and sisters 
rather than enjoy himself In his own way. I 
never saw but one such boy. He lived in the 
town of Goshen—not the place where the but­ 
ter is made, but a much better Goshen than 
that. And I never saw him, but I heard of 
him; and being about the same age, as I sup­ 
posed, 1 was taken once from Zoah, where I 
lived, to Goshen to see him. But he was 
dead. He had been almost a year, so that it 
was impossible to see him. He died of the 
most singular disease; it was from eating 
green apple3 in the season of them. This 
boy, whose name was Solomon, before he 
died, would rather split up kindliug wood for 
his mother than go a hunting—the conse­ 
quence was that ho was kept at splittiug kind­ 
ling wood and such work most of the time, 
and grew a better and more useful boy day by 
day. Solomon would not disobey his parents 
and eat green apples—not even when they 
were ripe enough to knock off with a stick— 
but he had such a longing for them, proba­ 
bly; so that his example isa difficult pne to 
follow, in fact a boy is a hard subject to get 
a moral subject from any way. All his little 
playmates who ate green apples came to Sol­ 
omon’s funeral, and were sorry for what they 
had done. 
John was a very different boy from Solomon, 
not half so good nor half so dead. He was a 
farmer’s boy, as Solomon was, but he d d not 
take so much interest in the farm. If John 
could have had his way lie would have dis­ 
covered a cave full of diamonds, and lots of 
nail-kegs full of gold pieces and Spanish dol­ 
lars, with a pretty little girl who lived in the 
cave and two beautifully caparisoned horses, 
upon which, taking the jewels and money, 
they would have ridden off together, ho did 
not know where. John had got thus far in 
his studies, which were apparently arithmetic 
and geography, but were in reality the “ Ara­ 
bian Nights” aud other books of high and 
mighty adventure. He was a simple country 
b&y, and did not know much about the world 
as it is, but lie had one of his own imagina­ 
tion, in which he lived a good deal. I dare 
say lie found out soon enough what the world 
is, and he had a lesson or two when he was 
quite young in two incidents, which 1 may as 
well relate. 
If you had seen John at this timeyou might 
have thought he was only a shabbily dressed 
country lad, and you never would have gurts- 
el what beautiful thoughts he sometimes had 
as he went stubbing his toes along the dusty 
road, nor what a chivalrous little fellow he 
was. You would have seen a short boy, bare­ 
footed, with trousers at once too big aud too 
short, held up perhaps by one suspender only, 
a checked cotton shirt, and a hat of braided 
palm leaf, frayed at the edgC3 and bulged up 
in the crown. It is impossible to keep a hat 
neat if you use it to catch bumble-bees and 
whisk 'em ; to bail the water from a leaky 
boat; to catch minnows in; to put over hon­ 
ey-bees’ nests, and to transport pebbles,straw­ 
berries. and hens’ eggs. John usually carried 
a sling in his hand, or a bow, or a limber 
stick, sharp at one end, from which he could 
sling apples at a great distance. If he walk­ 
ed in the road lie walked in the middle of it, 
scuffling u;) the dust; or if he went elsewhere, 
he was likely to be running on top of the 
feuco or the stone wall, or chasing chip- 
monks. 
John knew the best place to dig sweet-flag 
on all the farm; it was a meadow by the riv­ 
er, where the bobolinks sang so gayly.

Tl»c S ta te G am e L i n n C 'o n T ‘ '. a . 
A case of much interest to sportsmen will 
come up for argument to-day in the General 
Term of the Court of Common Pleas. Royal 
Phelps, as President of the New Yotk Asso­ 
ciation for the Protection of Game, brought 
an action against J. H. Racy to recover a pen­ 
alty of $2,700 for having in his possession and 
exposing for sale six quail on March 10, two 
pinnated grouse on March 19, aud 100 quail 
on the same day. The action is based on the 
law of the State forbidding any person to kill 
or expose for sale any quail between 
January 1 aud October 20, 
under a 
penalty of $25 flue for each bird. 
The 
defendant alleged in his answer that the birds 
in bis possession had been obtained in a law­ 
ful time, and bad been preserved by means of 
ao apparatus. Tho case came on for argu­ 
ment on a demurrsr to this answer before the 
Hon. H. W. Robinsou, Oct. 11, 1873, in the 
Common Pleas. It was then ordered that the 
plaintifl should take judgment for the penalty 
as to the birds actually sold, but not as to 
those in bis possession as charged in the com­ 
plaint. From this order both parties appealed 
to the General Term. C. E. Whitehead for 
the plaintifl; J. Proflatt for the defendant.— 
New York Tribune.

The truth 
La that strikes are generally vicious from Hie 
beginning; and are controlled by Hie worst 
rather than the bo3t of men in whose interest 
they are got up. 
These men merely smash 
other people's properly as a practical way of 
asserting their own wrongs. 
Strikes arc all 
bad and always bad. 


In M. Surdou's play of “ Uncle Sam " Amer­ 
ican girls are satiriz'd to what we think to 
be an iii,warrantable extent. 
The dram atist 
falls to see that girls are allowed a much wider 
rallye of liberty before marriage in this coon- 
try than in France; afterm arriage, much less. 
They flirt w ithout any thought of wickedness 
and with no idea tiiat their sayings and do­ 
ings will be so interpreted. 
Especially when 
abroad they overflow with luxuriant animal 
spirits aud a keen sense of the attractive nov 
elty of the old world.

There is a soil of crimin­ 
ality of cowardice for which we wish there 
might be discriminating and adequate pun­ 
ishment. 
Meu ought to be adjudged culpa 
hie for being foolishly afraid. 


The surrender of Cartagena affords ground 
forouc more hope that the distractions In 
Spain will soon bo quieted. The cantonal rev­ 
olution of Murcia, of which Cartagena is the 
principal city, was of the extreme Communis 
lie order. 
ll was a rebellion which armed 
convicts aud outlaws in the name of liberty, 
and asserted the most radical doctrines of Hie 
European Internationals. 
Castelar was voted 
oat of otlfoo by the Cortes on account of bis 
refusal to uphold the red and Aery flag of 
these demons of disorder. 
Since his acces- 
iion to power Serrano has pushed tho siege 
with commendable pluck aud skill; furnishing 
the cowards who were afraid of the radicalism 
of Castelar an example of a .determination 
quite as great as that they got rid of in him. 
Civilization throughout the world is interested 
in the situation of atlairs in Spain aud has 
reason to Indulge the hope that tho ram pant 
fede alum of the Spanish populace will be 
overcome by force.il it carmot be dissipated by 
know ledge.

Caleb Cushing was felled tty a sudden 
and 
fatal blow. 
It 
fill upon him with 
the cumulative force of a idiot dropping 
through the air for fourteen years. 
Away 
back in 1861 Mr. Cushing wrote a little letter 
to “Hon. Jefferson Davis,” whose experiment­ 
al pro-slavery Confederacy had just established 
Us temporary headquarters iii Montgomery, 
Alabama. 
The letter was written for the pur­ 
pose of recommcn ling ono Archibald Roane 
to the consideration of Mr. Davis as a young 
man who thoroughly understands all t he ques­ 
tions which have undermined aud broken up 
the Union and who, in Mr. Cushing'u opinion, 
would be able to render the rebel conspiracy 
valuable sen'ice. 
On the strength of the let­ 
ter Davis gave Koauc a responsible position, 
in which he remained until the end of the 
war. 
On Tuesday the original or this docu­ 
ment was produced iu the Republican Sena­ 
torial caucus by Senator Sargent of Califor­ 
nia, with thrilling eflect. 
The genuineness of 
the letter was unquestionable aud its damning 
power was irresistible. 
Barnwell and Con. 
kliug, who has Just relieved themselves of ur­ 
gent speeches in favor of confirmation were— 
lo the txpAssive language of the P. R.— 
obliged “to throw up Hie sponge.” 
The President has yielded lo the overwhelm­ 
ing opposition and after a lengthy Cabinet

One of the insurgent steam­ 
ers which attem pted to escape has been cap­ 
tured with a large number of refugees on 
board. 
The Mendez Nunez, with another 
party of insurgents, succeeded iii reaching a 
port of France, into, w hich she was pursued 
by a French nun of-war. 
Tho members of 
the Junta surrendered the iron-clad Niimancla 
to the French authorities atjMera el K-'bir and 
the tricolor now flies at lier masthead. 
London, Jan. 13.—The Times’ correspond­ 
ent at Cartagena writes that the government 
tromps on entering the city shot eight insur­ 
gents who were trying to escape. 
The occu­ 
pation of the town was otherwise bloodless. 
The refugees, among them Barela, a promi­ 
nent leader, were taken prisoners on board 
the captured steamer. 
Suez, the commander 
of Fort Galores, and Gutierrez, President of Hie 
insurgent J anta, were on bourd the Nutnancia. 
A Spanish frigate has arrived at Morsel Kobir 
and demanded Hie surrender of the Nutnancia. 
The French authorities refused to deliver lier 
until they had orders from Paris. 
The vessel 
is comparatively undamaged. 
Tile condition 
of the forts around Cartagena confirms the 
suspicions of treachery and provisions were 
found to be fairly plentiful in Hie town.

Men ought to be adjudged culpa 
ble for being foolishly afraid.

M IS C E L L A N E O U S IT E M S . 


The surrender of Cartagena affords ground 
for one more hope that the distractions in 
Spain will soon be quieted. The cantonal rev­ 
olution of Murcia, of which Cartagena is the 
principal city, was of the extreme Communis­ 
tic order. 
It was a rebellion which armed 
convicts acd outlaws in the name of liberty, 
and asserted the-most radical doctrines of ihe 
European Internationals. 
Castelar was voted 
out of'office by the Cortes on account of his 
refusal to uphold the red and fiery flag of 
these demons of disorder. 
Since his acces­ 
sion to power Serrano has pushed the siege 
with commendable pluck and skill; furnishing 
the cowards who were afraid of the radicalism 
of Castelar an example of a .determination 
quite as great as that they got rid of in him. 
Civilization throughout the world is interested 
in the situation of allairs in Spain and has 
reason to indulge the hope that tbo rampant 
federalism of the Spanish populace will be 
overcome by force .it it cannot be dissipated by 
knowledge.

W a sh in g t o n , Jan. 14.—The morning liour 
expired and the Senate proceeded to consider 
the resolution from the Finance Committee. 
Mr. SCI1URZ addressed the Senate in op­ 
position to expansion of the currency and iu 
favor of a return to a specie basis, discussing 
the subject in general terms and without hav­ 
ing any specific action of his own. 
Schurz closed at 3:40 P. M., when Mr. 
LEWIS of Virginia moved that the Senate 
proceed to the consideration of executive busi­ 
ness, which motion prevailed. 
At 4:35 the 
doors were re-opened and the Senate adjourn­ 
ed until to-morrrow. 
HOUSE. 
The House at 2 o'clock went into Committee 
of the Whole, E. II. Roberts in the chair, and 
resumed the consideration of the naval appro­ 
priation bill. 
The discussion on the item appropriating 
$157,000 for civil establishments in various 
navy-yards drew out a personal controversy 
between Beck of Kentucky, Hate of Maine and 
Kelly of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. COX quoted from the Army and Navy 
Journal in corroboration of the statement 
which he had made before the holidays that 
New Y'ork was at the mercy of foreign iron­ 
clads, and said its only protection was in the 
refined system of torpedoc'3. 
Mr. CROOK of New Y’ork expressed hia 
astonishment at Cox’s remarks aud declared 
that no iron-clad coaid cross the New Y’ork 
bar, as all great iron-clads had a draught of 
thirty feet of water or over and no vessel with 
a draught of twenty-eight feet of water or over 
could get over the bar. 
Mr. ARCHER of Maryland remarked that 
therefore the defense of New York was not iu 
its fortifications but ia the weight of fore!gn 
war ships. 
Mr. CROOK believed that the city of Now 
York was safe otherwise. Three or four years 
ago the British iron-clad Monarch, with the 
body of Mr. Peabody on board, was not able 
to get over the bar and had to send in the 
boJy by tug, and recently the Spanish iron­ 
clad Arapiles had to discharge some of her 
armament in Cuba before she could enter New 
York harbor. 
Mr. KELLY' of Pennsylvania also stated 
that when the ship Cathedral could not get 
into New Y’ork she had to be sent around to 
Philadelphia and to have her cargo discharged 
there and send to New Y’ork by rail. 
Mr. COX said that tho harbor of New Y'ork 
had been filling up for some years, on accouut 
of all the refuse m atter throwu into it. 
Mr. CROOK said that there was a3 much 
water on the New Y'ork bar as there was 200 
years ago and New Y'ork representatives 
ought to kuow that 
fact. 
lie (Crook) 
knew it. 
(Laughter. > 
Mr. HALE of Maine said that the discussion 
had taken fearful and wonderful complica­ 
tions, and as he did not know what would 
come next he would move that the committee 
rise. 
The committee rose without having made 
much progress in the bill and tho House at 
half-past four adjourned.

he staid at home in his lodgings last night, but 
much against his will, persisting that nothing 
ailed him. 
Father and son retired early, tiie lad seem­ 
ing bright and cheerful, and complaining of 
no bad feeling. 
But early in the night tiie 
father was awakened by the lad’s voice, and 
says be distinguished,after waking, some such 
words a3 these: -‘ Merciful God, make room 
for a little fellow.”

talking in his sleep he spoke to him with the 
intention of rousing him, but received no an­ 
s w e r Then he became alarmed, and shouting 
to the boy lie discovered with grief and horror 
that ho was dead.

“ I notice in the Poughkeepsie News a state­ 
ment that Thomas Dickson, President of the 
Delaware & Hudson .Canal Company, ivas 
once a mule driver in the mines of that com­ 
pany. 
This, if true, Is,certainly no discredit 
to him —and indeed rather a handsome con­ 
trast with bis present position. 
I am inclined, 
however, to believe it a creation of gossip.— 
Thirty-six years ago I lived in Carbondale, 
and the first wages I ever earned were for boy • 
Ish services to the company referred to. Tho?. 
Dickson was at that time a bright and ambit­ 
ious youth of fifteen, and attended the best 
school in the village. 
IBs father was master 
mechanic in the company’s shops, and the 
family was iu a handsome position. 
I never 
heard of his driving mules. 
That branch of 
the company’s work was then in the bauds of 
the Welch miners, whose children were early 
Inducted into subterranean life. 
A youthful 
debating society was then held weekly, in 
which such boys as Tom Dickson, Johnny 
Law', Charlev Curtis an$ the writer bore a 
part. 
How important these

Dickson afterward became a clerk for Benja­ 
min & Co., and rose to be tlie proprietor of 
the concern. 
During my business career in 
this city lie was one of my customer?, and 
subsequently he sold bis establishment aud 
accepted an appointment in the company’s 
service in Carbondale. 
From that position, 
which was ¡yt important one, ho has risen 
steadily to his present supremacy. 
Mr. Dick­ 
son’s progress is much beyond the expec­ 
tations of his early acquaintance. IIo has de­ 
veloped abilities of which no one thought him 
possessed. 
Although successful in trade, lie 
was not a brilliant merchant, and it is evident 
that he bad not reached his proper place until 
he devoted himself to the mining interest. 
The Scotch element in that neighborhood was 
one of very interesting character, containing 
such-names as Dickson, Brydou, Clarkson, 
Law, and others of local note, far above 
whom ranked James Archbald, the company’s 
manager, who in many points of character 
was tiie most remarkable man I ever m et 
Had I space to spare, I might add some rem­ 
iniscences of early life iu the collieries, but 
when I meet Dickson we will revive old times, 
and especially the picnic on the bauks of the 
Lackawanna,where Altck Ruthven sang “The 
King of the Cannibal Islands."

A young man about twenty years of age, of 
small stature, with dark hair, and a light 
mustache, who called himself John H. Burns, 
but whose real name was probably John D. 
Headley, died at the Ogden Haase, 011 James 
street, Middletown, Orange county, at about 
ten o’clock Sunday night from the effects of 
poison which he had taken for the purpose of 
ending ids life, being out of work, moneyless, 
friendless and hopeless.

“ On Saturday afternoon he asked Mr. Wick­ 
ham li. Ackley, an attache of the hotel, to 
write a letter for him to. bis mother, whose 
name, he said, was Rebecca Mcllville.the name 
of her second husband,and who lived at Ariel, 
Wayne Co., Pa. The letter stated simply that 
he was very sick,but hoped to set better soon. 
Should he get worse he would let her know 
immediatelv. 
The name he wanted signed 
was J. D. Headley, which he said was his real 
name. 
lie diet uot refer in any way to what 
he had done until yesterday afternoon at about 
4 o’clock.when lie told Mr. Ackley that he had 
taken poison. 
He said lie had formerly been 
engaged in measuring lumber for a firm in 
the west, but the panic comma; on he was 
discharged and since then had been looking 
for work without finding any. 
He had $23 in 
money when lie arrived iu Middletown, had 
taken SG out of his pocketbook to pay 
ios expenses 
with 
and 
had 
lost 
the 
remainder of it. 
Finding himself desti­ 
tute and 
not 
knowing 
what 
to 
do, 
lie thought the best way out of his trouble was 
to put an end to himself. 
He bought an 
ounce of arsenic at a drug store, went 10 a 
saloon and ordered a dish of oysters, and 
t >ok a part of the poison in the last spoonful 
from the dish. 
lie then walked to the ceme- 
tery, and feeling very sick lay down a while on 
a board In a stow house near there. 
After a 
wnile he began to think on what he had done 
and to regret it, and went to the doctor for 
medicine. 
11c was very sorry lie had taken 
the poison, bul expected to get well. 
“ lie became delirious about an hour be­ 
fore his death, aud died unconscious without 
a struggle and apparently without pain. 
The 
body of the deceased hn3 been taken in charge 
by L. W. Hunt, Overseer of the Poor, and will 
be buried by him unless it should be claimed 
by Id* mother, who has been notified by tele­ 
graph of the death of her son.”

After arriving at or near the 
lire such officer shall report to the engineer pres­ 
ent, whose dutv it shall be to assign said company 
a position, with such Instructions as he shall deem 
proper for the effectual extinguishm ent of sueh 
fire. 
MEMBERSHIP. 
S ection 1. The several fire com panies shall re­ 
spectively nominate their own officers and members 
aud shall Immediately upon such nom ination re­ 
port the same to the chief'cngineer of their respec­ 
tive districts for approval; and in case such nom­ 
ination shall be confirmed by the Common Council, 
the Mayor shall issue to such officer or member a 
certiflbato of appointm ent, under the corporate 
seal of the city, which certificate shall entitle snch 
officer or member to all the im m unities and privi­ 
leges of a fireman, subject to these ordinances and 
the by-laws of the company of which he shall be a 
member. 
5 2. Every person adm itted into the departm ent 
shall also immediately furnish him self wiih a fire­ 
man'* uniform iu conformity w ith th at worn by the 
company to wlnca he shall beloog, and shall be and 
rem ain a member of the company named in his ap­ 
plication until he shall be transierred to another 
company, or discharged or expelled ; and no mem­ 
ber shan be so transferred except by the consent 
of the company in which he is enrotled, and the 
Common Council. 
5 3. No person under the age cf eighteen years 
shall be granted a certiflcate’of appointm ent lu any 
of the companies of the departm ent. 
£ 4. Any officer or memoer of tho fire depart­ 
m ent who shall remove from the cliy perm anently, 
shall be reported to the chief engineer, and by him 
to the Common Council, wucn his nam e shall be 
stricken from ihe roll. 
{ 5. Every member who has served fof five years 
in the lire deparim ent, shall be entitled to a dl-t- 
charge certiucate, under the corporate seal, signed 
by the Mayor, clerk of ihe Common Couucii and the 
chiet engineer. 
{ 6. any member of the fire departm ent or other 
person who shall intentionally raise a false nlarm 
ol fire or set fire to any m aterial for such purpose 
orw h o 6 h ali wautouly or maU-dously Injure any 
property belonging to or provided for the depart­ 
ment, shall Oe punished by a fine uot exceeding 
$25, to Oe sued tor aud recovered by the city for its 
use. 
5 7. The chief engineers, w ith the consent of the 
Common C uncll, way grant perm its lu w riting 
for any company to go oa excursions for such 
length of tim e as they may d ire c t; and no compa­ 
ny shall go beyond the ctiv Ilmira in cases of fire, 
. xcept by orders of ihe engineer in charge. 
5 s. Tne houses occuptcu by the several compa­ 
nies Shad be fur the us af the mem bers only ; and 
no cards, dice or otheruevlces used lor gambling, 
shall tie broftght into or suffered to rem ain In any 
buudlug Uvea oy any company iu the departm ent, 
nor shall spiiituous liquors be used therein. Tne 
forem an aud assistant forem en shall be netd strict­ 
ly accountable ior any violation of this section. 
§ ». The penalties m entioned h trtin may be 
sued for by the Common council, and when receiv­ 
ed be paid to the city treasuier.

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A year ago the editor of The Tribune prom­ 
ised to make this journal during 1873 a much 
more valuable and complete newspaper than 
It had ever been before.
